RAILROAD SIGNAL COLORS. 

Soma Objections Rained to Thots Row 
Prevailing 

The usual colors for railroad sig- 
nals which until recently havo been 
lUMMi universally adopted in all civ- 
cnimtricn, arc (he following! 
White, to signify safety; red, to sig- 
nify danger; n.nd gfttt| to signify 
rnntion. These colors were ngrecd 
upon at a congress of railway men 

held in Dtaninghim In 1S41. The 

sftHom objections toMheuse of white 
us n safety signal soon became evi- 
dent, and have resulted in England 
the universal auhstitution of green 
the safctv signal at fixed signals 
J the abandonment of At caution- 
nry signals. Green, however, is still 
used to signify caution inthocasoof 
band 0( t empor ary signals. The per- 
mlttita block syj-tcin. to « [delj ed 
in this country, is not used in h!ng- 
land, so that a cautionary signal i» 
not there considered necessary, and 
in England the distant signal is sim- 
ply a duplication of the home signal. 

The objections to white as a safety 
.signal are familiar to all railroad men. 
|TBay are, first, that if the red lens 
which forms the danger signal, is 
broken, the light will show safety in- 
stead of danger, and second, that (as 
in the Whittenton accident), the dan- 
ger signal may be extinguished and 
the engineer may mistake some other 
white light for the safety signal. The 
first objection may he in i measure 
and perhaps, wholly obviated by the 
use of wire glass for the lens, never- 
theless the principle seems sound that 
the safely signal should be a positive 
signal which in case of accident or 
doubt would show danger and notdhe 
mere absence of a danger signal. 

.Notwithstanding the abandonment 
of white il I safety signal in England, 
the gTeat majority of American rail- 
roads still use this color. The prin- 
cipal arguments used against giving 
it up team to ba thl following: First, 
that the engineers are accustomed to 
its use, and that any change would 
he dangerous, since a white light not 
OtJ tin railroad might lie taken as a 
safety signal from force of habit; sec- 
ond, that on our railroads principally 
because of the extensive use of the 
permissive block system, it is neces- 
sary to have a signal for caution, and 
it appears difficult to find a suitable 
color for this purpose. Blue is not 
suitable on account of slight visibility, 
particularly tince the light from the 
usual lamp flame contains few blue 
or violet rays. Amber or orange has 
been suggested, but is objectionablo 
as being so easily confused with red 
(if the tint is dark) or with white (if 
the tint is light). This difficulty has 
been met on some roads, however, by 
using as a cautionary signal a red 
and green light, or by using some 
combination of green lights. 

This subject has frequently been 
considered by the ofTicial.railroad or- 
ganizations, especially by the Ameri- 
can Railway association, and no gen- 
eral agreement has been reached. In 
.March, 1893, the committee- went bo 
far as to pass the following resolu- 
tion: "That the committee- does not 
at this timo deem it wise to recom- 
mend abandoning white for a night 
signal; as, first, three indications are 
necessary in many cases, and, second, 
no entirely satisfactory single color 
has been found for a third indication. 
The committee approves, however, 
the use of red for danger-stop; and 
green forclear — proceed; as good sig- 
nal practice." In the standard rules 
for block and interlocking signals, 
adopted in the same year, the associa- 
tion decided on red for a danger sig- 
nal, but left blank the colors for safe- 
ly and cautionary signals, allowing 
each compauy to decide this for it- 
self. In tiie standard train rules, 

adopted in ($98, the sapne oonrse was 
followed. The opinion sauna to be. 
gaining ground, therefore, that white 
hould be abandoned, ".-a.- Ignol color.
